6. State Street Master Plan Update  

RECOMMENDATION: That the Downtown Parking Committee and the Transportation and Circulation 
Committee jointly receive a presentation on the State Street Master Plan from City staff and MIG, State 
Street Master Plan Consultants, and discuss the past, present, and future condition of State Street.

Committee members emphasized the importance of economic vitality and making the space more welcoming 
to the community and visitors. This includes envisioning a more open space for accessibility, events, and 
visibility to businesses. Committee members also emphasized creating more housing on State Street to add 
economic vitality. Committee members also suggested creating more passenger drop-off zones and transit 
stops for accessibility. Some committee members agreed to keep bikes on State Street in order to keep with 
the Pedestrian and Circulation Master Plans, but that agreement was not unanimous.
